Possibility of establishing a junior college in Torrance
wasg the subject of discussion at ‘a most interesting con-
ference last Friday at the office ot Dr. Vierlihng Kersey,
superintendent of the Los Angeles City Board of Education.
Representing Torrance were: Mayor William . Tolson,

Chamber of Commerce Secretary¥
L. J. Gilmeister, and Grover C.
Whyte, editor-publisher of The
Herald.

‘While not present at the con-
ferénce, Thomas H. Elson, prin+
cipal of Torrance high school, has
been ‘active in furthering the
movement; and has been desig-
nated by Dr. Kersey as spokes-
man for the Board of Education
in the junior college matter.

While reluctant to make any
definite commitment on the mat-
ter at this time, Kersey stated
that a study of the junior col-
lege situation was being made in
this district and that the results
of prelimjnary investigation have
been most encouraging. It is ex-
pected that more definite infor-
mation will be available after
the beginning of the second sem-
ester, Kersey stated.

Among the points stressed by
the Torrance committee was that
his community is the geograph-
cal center of the area to be
served by the contemplated jun-
ior college, and |s rapidly becom-
ing so recognized by both the
state and the county as the log-

By locating the State Re-Em-
ployment and Insurance Division
for the entire harbor area in
Torrance and more recently the
opening of the motor license of-
fice by the Motor Vehicle De-
partment, state officials have
gone on record as considering
Torrance the center of actlvities
in this area.

Several years ago the county
selected Torrance for the head-
quarters of its health and sani-
tation. work by erecting the
Health Center and later added
the Welfare Department division
office in the same building.
